INQUEST ON THE BUDY OF 
Mn DITTMER. 


“The adjourned inquest on the body of 
Mr ¥. ©. Dittmer, who'shot himself through 
the head on the afternoon of Sunday, ‘at Nov 
1, Albany, ‘wos resumed this afternoon, at 
tho Magistracy—before the Coroner, H. E. 
Wodehouse, Esq., and the following jury : 
Messrs W. Manson, C. L. Thevenin, and 
P. P, Cama. 


Dr Clouth said he was a. medical practi- 
tioner residing in Hongkong. On Sunday. 
afternoon, about twenty minutes past one, 
witness was called by: Mr Stolterfoht, who 
asked him to proceed to the house No. 1 
Albany.. On arriving. thore witness was 
shown into s bed-rooin on the upper floor, 
and there found deceased sitting on acouch. 
Blood was coming from a wound in’ the 
forehead. He had a revolver lying on his lap 
nearhisrighthand. Hewasbreathing heavily 
but regularly, and the pulse was good, The 
heavy breathing was in part caused by the 
flow of blood into the mouth, He was quite 
unconscious, Witness examined the wound, 
thinking ot first’ that ‘perhaps the ‘bullet 
had not penetrated the skull, but found a 
large piece of brain protruding. The wound 
presented tho sphearanco of a protrusion of 
the skin ofa dark bluish colour, with a amall 
orifice. On looking at the revolver he 
found all the chambers louded with the ex- 
ception of one. -It was afive-chambered ono. 
As the left hand*wag all blackened and be- 
sprinkled with blood, witness was of opinion 
that deceased must have put his left-hand to | 
his forehead to steady the revolver and then 
fired. Deceased remained alive for two 
hours after the occurrence, " Witness re- 
moved the blood from his throat and mouth 
so’as to make the breathing free. His 
features. were not distorted: one’ eye was 
very black, which witness attributed to the 
preasure of blood on the inner side of. the 
eyeball. “The main vein had been opened. 
This would be certain to cause death by the 


excessive hemorrhage produced, Witnesa 
gaw-at once that the wound was a fatal one. 
The bullet must have entered in a slightly 
inclined direction, as had it been fired hori 
zontally death would have been instantane- 
ous... Deceased died at-a quarter past three,

There is 
no doubt, of course, that the diseaw which 
raged 80 fiercely attife Pootung diiry was 
rinderpeat, and we may congratulate our- 
selyes that it appoars at present to have 
worn itself out, At least it has'not spread. 
The native cattle are pronounced to be all 
in good health, and ‘the Farin,’ which is 
the principal reservoir of milk in Shanghai, 
is also quite free from the disense, There 
is, however, no guardntee forthe future. If 
the cattle-plague wore to break out at the 
Farm to-morrow, Shanghai would be in a 
very, great ‘measure deprived of ils supply 
of milk, and a more serions thing forchildren 
and invalids it would be ditticult to conceive, 
In view of this possibility, we ‘understand 
that a-project-has been formed for the. eata- 
blishment of the Farm on a new basis, Of

The united Missionary body here met 
last’ night, to. welcome the arrival of the 
Methodist’ Bishop and to. take farewell of 
Mr Angell. An addross was presented to 
the latter, refurring in high terms to his 
offigial and private infercourso, and expres- 


sing ‘great regret at his departure. The, 


Minister was congratulated upon the admir- 
able services he had rendered to the causo’ 
of missions in China, special reference: 
being made to his having procured from the 
Tsung-li Yamén an order according to all 
Christian converts the same rights and 
privileges which up to this time had only 
officially. been given to the Catholics, i.e., 
exemption from all dues, imposed at times 
of heathen festivala for idol-worship and’ 
other ceremonies. This though practically 
allowed Had not been officially atnted, and 
in several_cases: headmen of villages. had 
fyrced the native Christians to subscribe 
on these occasions.. Reference was mado in, 
the address to. the prominent part played 
by the Minister in the negotiations for the 
late-Treaty. - In reply to this, the Minister 
disclaimed. any credit which was not equal; 

due ‘to his two colleagues, and he :too!l 

occasion at some length to explain how the 
Treaty had been obtained, with the view of 
refuting the statement that had been made 
in'tho China and American preas, that the 
Opium Clause. had been introduced in the 
way of a bargain. It was due to the Chi- 
nese Government to say that the treaty was 
drawn out and concluded and ready for 
signature before a word had been uttered 
on opium, and it was only when retiring. 
that the Chineso said that they had one or 
two requests to make which would be pre- 
sented to the Commissionors in writing. 
Thia hud to do with ‘opium and the ex- 
ceptional duties on Chinese vessels in Ame~ 
rican ports. The Comimissioners were at 
one on the advisability of granting the Chi- 
nose request in the matter of opium, and as 
a quid pro quo the Minister asked. for the 
privileges‘ granted’ to American citizens in 
cases of judicial procedure.: The above is 
the history, of that now famous treaty. 
Several members of the -tuissionary, ly 
then expressed their high appreciation of 
Mr. Angell in his svcial and religious inter- 
course with them. ’. One spoke of his sym- 
pathy both f6r the comniercial and” missio- 
nary relations of. his countrymen, as indis- 
penseble in a. minister; while another {re- 
ferred to the influence which he would exert 
in the State in imatters relating to China. 
Mr. Angell wound up a most telling reply 
hy the expression of his helief that ‘the mis- 
sionary work was a great one, and that much 
good was being-effected by the self-devotion 
and ability of the missionaries. “On closing 
his address his. voice faltered and he be- 


cane. visibly affected. No Minister certain-' 


ly has ever made himsclf so agreeable to the 
missionary body ; and, his amiable _dispoai- 
tion, . unfading courtesy, and well-known 
learning nnd ability, place him at onéo ts 
perhaps the ablest: Minister that the United 
States has ever sent-to China. -During his 
short residence, he has mastered many ques- 
tions relating to the history, literature and
